Street provides eyewitness details to terrorist attacks

Melissa® Street, daughter of 
Dorsey ‘CEO Chriss Street, was 
an eye-witness to the terror of 
September 11th in New York. 

She works for John Wiley & 
Sons, publishers, several blocks 
from the site of the World Trade 
Center, but close enough to be 
worried, 

Last week, while visiting with 
her dad in Elba, she related 
some of her feelings from that 
day. 

Melissa was going upstairs to 
a 10th floor meeting room when 
the first plane hit. As she entered 
the meeting room there were 
about 30 people already there 
and they were crowded against 
the large plate glass window 
looking, South at the towers and 
the accompanying fire and bil- 
lowing smoke. That is where 
they were when the ‘second 
plane hit the trade towers. She

explained; “This smoke ball. was 
black and ten-times bigger!” 
There were no televisions in 
the. building and’ only a couple 
of portable radios, so they could 
get very little first hand infor- 
mation without going down- 
stairs and out toa nearby bank, 
which had a large TV visible 
from the sidewalk.. However, 
many people were crowded 
around this one, making it hard 
to get a glimpse of what was 
happening. Locally the radio 
stations were only able to report 
the rumors they were receiving 
and this added to. the fear and 
uncertainty of the watching citi- 
zens, False rumors continued to 
fly around all morning, includ- 
ing stories of attacks on the 
‘White House ‘and a Navy ship 
near New York being hit, etc.”
